July 5.—Dangers of liv­ 
ing in heavy clouds when it is im- 
possible to keep the airplane 
on 
even keel and the aviator iias only 
his compass lo depend upon were; 
described bv Captain I>. CL Hucks, 
of the Royal Flying Corps* in an 
address on “Modern Airmanship,’! 
which he recently delivered before 
the 
Aero-nautical 
society. 
De­ 
scribing an experience of his own 
be said 
his 
airplane 
“tumbled 
about” in the cloud and that he 
emerged from it flying nearly up­ 
side down. 
Captain 
Hucks 
was 
emphasizing the need of an instru­ 
ment that would show an airman 
in the clouds whether he was fly­ 
ing horizontally. He said: 
“I set out on a 
very 
cloudy, 
windy day to do a tost climb to 
10,000 feet on a late 
type 
two- 
seater. 
On reaching 1.200 feet we 
got into dense rain clouds, hut car­ 
ried on beyond 5,000 feet, still in 
the cloud, when the compass ap­ 
parently began to swing, although 
actually It Is the machine that 
begins to swing, not the compass. 
Efforts to check the compass had 
the effect of causing it to swing 
more violently in the other direr 
tion. 
The air speed then rushed 
up far beyond normal riving speed 
All efforts to pull her up cheeked 
lier only slightly. 
Then tho rad 
der was ttied. 
Rack went the air 
speed to zero. 
There was an un­ 
usual uncanny feeling of being de 
tached from the machine and I 
knew' lier to bo literally tumbling 
about in the clouds. All efforts to 
settle down again to straight flying 
seemed to he unavailing, until we 
emerged from the cloud very near 
Iv upside down. 
“A few* days ago 
a 
squadron 
commander told me that on one 
occasion wiien in 
France 
* very 
thing loose in his machine fell out 
while in a cloud. 
A week or sc 
ago, on tho south coast, a machine 
disintegrated itself in a cloud and 
the main planes landed half a mile 
from the fuselage. 
Iii a cloud you 
can sec nothing whatever but your 
machine. 
There is no fixed point 
visible. 
“The only means bv which you 
can tell if you tire flying 
in 
a 
straight course is by your compass 
and your air speed. 
The c o m p a ss 
should give you your direction hor­ 
izontally. your air sp°ed your di- 
?'eciioo vertically. 
“Before your compass starts 
to 
move your machine has already 
started to turn. 
You rudder the 
opposite way to check it, over-cor­ 
rect it, and turn sharper the other 
way on a bank turn: then the nose 
drops and speed goes up. 
Pulling 
back your elevator lever has little 
or no effect, for if you are banked 
above an angle of 45 degrees the 
elevator becomes the rudder. All 
this occurs without the pilot being 
in the least aware of the position 
his machine is taking relative to 
tile ground.*'
